A maintenance man for 
CMACAO was shot to death 
last Thursday during an 
argument with his estranged 
common-law wife and her boy- 
friend, Columbus police said. 

Bruce H. Forrest, 33, of 671

Mrs. Forrest had been out of 
the house for about two weeks 
because of a domestic prob- 
lem, according to a friend who

“They had lived together 
years, the friend said. 

Homicide detectives have 
charged Mrs. Forrest and her 
friend, John E, Bivens, 31, of 
259 Miami Ave., with murder.

says. He taught 31 accounting classes a 
week to boys in Forms 3 through 6 (equi- 
valent to grades 9-12 in the U.S.) at the 
Queen Victoria School (QVS) near Lawaki, 
40 kilometers from the capital city of Suva. 
The school boarded the 380 boys and had 
22 teachers and a full support staff. 
Accounting, a new course at QVS, is 
required for the certification examinations 
to pass to the next highest form. 

“It was hard for me the first year, but the 
second year was a breeze,” says Dews. 
“The boys were eager to learn. They had to 
learn all their courses in English, though. It 
was difficult becduse they just hadn't mas- 
te the English language." Although 
Fijian is the official language, English is 
used in conducting classes and official 
business. 

In Fiji, students progress through the 
higher forms by passing yearly examina- 
tions. Although Dews could measure his 
efforts by the number of students passing 
the exams, he measures it in different 
terms: "I think | had a positive impact on the 
children, not 80 much in accounting, but ! 
think in the relationship we had with each 
other. | think they knew | loved them and 
cared for them. | had no discipline prob- 
lems. They really tried--| think to impress 
me.” 

But Dews had additional assets in the 
Fijian society, where the young and 
older people are highly revered. “I think | 
was respected more, because | was older 
and because wes-e-colonet inthe Army,” 
Dews says. “The personal friendships | 
made with the older boys were because | 
was Black, | think. The reason they liked to 
talk to me was, because | seemed to under- 
stand how they felt.” 

“You might ask if a volunteer is going to 
build a bridge what difference does It make 
what color he is," says Dews. “But as faras! 
was concerned, if | had not been gensitive 
to race and color, | wouldn't have been 
ettective.” 

Dews says the Fijians, dark-skinned with 
negroid features. hadn't been exposed to 
Biack Americans; in fact, the only Black 
American they had heard about was 
Muhammad Ali. 

They found many things about the Peace 
Corps personne! to be amazing: that a 
Black had made colonel in the U.S. Army 
(Dews had to show them his insignia as 
proof); that a female country director was 
@ble to “order the mates around;” that 
Christmas cards featuring blacks existed; 
and that all Americans weren't . 

“The people were fantsstic,” Dews says 
of the Fijians. “They are very warm and 
friendly, and would give.the shirts off their 
backs. | can't say enough about Fiji. The 
Country té fantastic” a 

Dewan returned to the states from his 
assignment in December, 1963, and hasn't 
decided what he will do next.

Eighty 
percent of these dwellings could

Sections of Hough, Fairfax and 
(Mion Milesin Cleveland, are clas- 
sic examples of unnecessary 
demolitions. A portion of these 
homes represent heir properties 
where the heirs of anestate cannot 
be reached. 

During the meeting it was 
explained that the corporation was 
successful in renovating many 
houses which are now occupied. 
Following this successful venture, 
the corporation decided to contact 
State Sen. Fisher and State Rep. 
James, as there are presently 
receivership laws in 10 other 
states. 

A conference was held at 
Shaffer United Methodist Church 
in Cleveland and leaders praised 


the studies saying that the input 
had a great infiuence on their 
thinking and research jnto the 
urban blight and that gave them 
er in constructing a sdlu- 
tion to the problem. 

Mary Anne Sampson of #ie Cen- 
ter for Neighbornood Oeveiop- 
ment said by demolishing proper- 
ties which can be renovated, 
Cleveland is burying its assets. 
The Union Miles Development 
Corporation is seeking fo be 
appointed as a receiver for aban- 
doned properties, James Archie, 
the attomey for UMDC cited that 
receivership isa viable solution for 
dealing with a building that isdan- 
gerous and unsafe. What is now 
needed is a comprehensive ena- 
bling statute that will make it eas- 
ier and economical for neighbor- 
hood groups and cities in Ohio to 
use this innovative remedy. 

As a first step in seeking a legis- 
lative solution, UMDC, with the 
support of the Cleveland Founda- 
tion and the local initiative support 
corporation, commissioned an in 
depth national study of housing 
receivership laws and practices 
nationwide by the Rutgers Univer- 
sity Center for Urban Policy 
Research. The study shows that 
more than 3,000 buildings have 
been successfully placed in 
receivership. This solution has 
withstood several legal challenges 
and is no longer considered an 
experimental or demonstration 
procedure 

Dr. George Sternlieb, co-author 
of the study said: “Based on our 
receivership, if properly imple- 
mented, it appears to be an orderly 
speedy and inexpensive method of 
recycling abandoned inner city 
housing. 

The bill for receivership in Ohio 
is tailored to Ohio's particular 
needs. Provisions include: trigger- 
ing circumstances for receivership 
inan abandoned property found to 
be dangerous or unsafe; receiver- 
ship may be initiated by the city or 
neighboring landowner: the 
procedure is judicial rather than 
administrative and entails investi- 
gating that the hazardous condi- 
tion exists; giving the owner or 
other interested parties an oppor-

Legislators aid prisons 
in recruitment of blacks 


The recent death of a black 
inmate at the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility in Lucas- 
ville has served to point out the 
serious lack of minority staff 
members at correctional insti- 
tutions across the state. But 
black state legislators, working 
with the Department of Reha- 
bilitation and Corrections, are 
attempting to meet that prob- 
lem head-on, by starting a tra- 
veling road show to recruit 
minorities to work in the 
prisons. 

According to State Rep, C.J. 
McLin (D-Dayton), chairman 
of the Black Elected Demo- 
crats of Ohio, BEDO members, 
Corrections chief Richard 
Seiter, and members of Seiter's 


staff have begun to travel 
around the state recruiting 
minority employees to work in 
the state's prisons. During a 
recent trip to Chillicothe, 


‘approximately 50 persons 


expressed an interest in work- 
ing at the state prison there. 


A Board of Inquiry, which 
was set up in 1983 to hear 
inmate complaints, pointed out 
the problem that existed at 
Lucasville. At the time of the 
inquiry (August, 1983), only 
one of the more than 500 
employees at the Lucasville 
facility were black. Although 
thaet-nas4nereased:since then, 
today only 12 minority 
employees work in the facility.
